An official explanation of 
the objects and reasons of the 
new Ordinance follows:

freater jurisdiction and powers 
than Justices under the Summary 
Jurisdiction Acts in the United 
Kingdom und Itss jurisdiction and 
oowers than oa Judge of the High 
Court.

A former submarine dépot 


now lying off Stonvcutters, is to ba broken up. 
Built by the Taikoo Dockyard hére in 1914, the 
Wuchang has been sold by her owners, China 


Navigation Company, 


after a colourful 34-year service, first as a 
carge steamer, a passenger-freighter, a hulk 
for the compony’s vessels’ and lastly as a sub- 


marine depot ship. ‘ 


Originally built as a cargo 
vessel, the Wuchang saw ser- 
vice in the Lower Yangtse 
River. In June, 1933, she was 
converted into a passenger 
freighter at Shanghai, and re- 
turned to her original trade, 
between Shanghai and Han- 
kow. 


The Japanese invasion of China 
in 1037 forced the company to 
withdraw the Wuchang ifrom the 
Yangtse, and In early 1939 she 
was tnken down to Hong Kong. 
Tho Wuchang — then toperated on 
the company's Canton min. After 
two months she went to Haiphong: 
nnd served as a hulk for the 
Company's vessels, The Wuchang 
returned here in April, 1940. 


Worsening conditions in the 
Far Enst sent her down to Singn- 
“pore, where” shes remained suntil 
just befere the Japanese occupa- 
tion. ; : 

The Royal Novy requisitioned 
her and the Wuehnang wes con- 
verted into a submarine depot ves~- 
«el at Ceylon, where she served 
until the end of the war. 

The Wuchnng came back chere 
early in 1946 when she was hand- 
ed back to the Company by the 
naval authoritids. 

She was sold recently to be 
broken up os scrap,

Militarily speaking, no drastic change is contem- 
plated in the United States’ Far Eastern policy, 
but rather a gradual evolution whereby Japan’ 
will not remain a power vacuum after the 
occupying forces have left. ; 


‘First officlal indication that 
the United States was thinking 
along these. lines was last 
September, when _Licutenent- 
General Robert L. Eichelberger 
returned from Japan and said 
he favourtd an armed police 
force of 125,000 men. 


Since then the ‘Chinese situa- 
tlon has deteriorated = rapidly, 
posing new probiems In United 
Stntes policy in’ Asta and crys- 
tallilsing thoughts concerning 
Jnpanere security force. 

All powers occupying Japan 
are committed by policy to dis- 
arming Japan and keeping her 
disarmed, The Japanese constl- 
tution commits Japan to com- 
plete disarmament.

Those of us who live in the 
Far Enst are just as liable to 
fall into error about a coun- 
try Hike America as the 
people in Europe. It is not 
a nation with one voice, and 
the public announcements of 
even highly-placed officials 
do not necessarily reflect the 
general attitude, or the 
course which Congress will 
eventually take. Occasional- 
Iv, however, an individual 
comes into the limelight 
whose declarations can be 
taken at their face value, be- 
cause of the power and con- 
fidence vested in him. Such 
a one is Mr. Paul G. Hoff- 
man, former business magnate 
and now Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administrator. 

Passing through ~'Hong 
‘Kony a few days ago, the 
director of millions of Ameri- 
can aid would say little to 
the Press. After a day or so 
in Shanghai, 
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issued his remarkable an- 
nouncement. that aid to the 
Chinese people would con- 
tinue in the event of a coali- 
tion povernment being form- 
ed, There was, of course, the 
proviso that such a govern- 
ment must grant fundamenta! 
freedoms to the people, but’ 
such statement can be dis- 
missed as surface’ diplomacy. 
Mr, Hoffman—and hts 
superiors who must. have ap- 
rroved his remarks—know 
onty tan well that the even- 
tral atm of an inevitablv- 
dominated. Communist couli- 
tion in China will be the sup- 
pression of all the freedoms 
of the Western world. 

At a casual glance this 
would seem to be a cold- 
blooded Wall Street repudia- 
tion of all the hich sounding 
phrases about support of free, 
democratic regimes and op- 
position to dictatorship. It 
1s virtually certain that 
Madame Chiang’s visit to 
Washington has been abor- 
tive, not only because the 
powers that be are unwilling 
to bolster the decading KMT 
repime, but because there is 
no likelihood of either repel- 
ling the Reds or, in the for- 
sceable future, of regaining 
any interest on money spent. 
A coalition government in 
China would almost certnin- 
ly mean complete control of 
the vast Jand mass by the 
Communists—but only after 
years. It-is generally believ- 
ed in best informed circles 
that the Reds will take a de- 
cade or two to consolidate 
their gains and rehabilitate 
the ruined country. In the 
meantime, there is the ex- 
pectation,of trade, of obtain- 
ing new footholds in Shang- 
hat and elsewhere; among 
the world’s greatest concen- 
tration of people aching for.
